The DeKalb County Governing Authority has 

tentatively adopted a 2022 millage rate which will 

require an increase in property taxes by 7.08 percent.

This tentative increase will result in a millage rate of 

9.464 mills, an increase of 0.626 mills. Without this 

tentative tax increase, the millage rate will be no more 

than 8.838 mills. The proposed tax increase for a 

home with a fair market value of $325,000 is 

approximately $81.38 and the proposed tax increase 

for non-homestead property with a fair market value of 

$525,000 is approximately $131.46.
